BIG BANK ROBBERY ! 


Bnivlan Break Open the Tanlt of

ASELAHD, Wis., Sept 2 1 . — o f the 
most daring and Buooeasfal robberies 
ever coinmitted in the state ooBoned at 
Ironwood last night, between 9 and 11 
o'clock. Over $ 4 0 , 0 0 0 wu taken from 
the vault in the Iron ' Exchange bank. 
The money was sent from this dty l^t 
night at 7 o'clock and arrived in Iron- 
wood about 9. It was for the Ashland 
and Germania mines, who were to pay 
off their men to-day.

ITIicliael Koelil Precipitated From 
tlic Top of a Four Story ISaild- 
fug:« Kccciving' Probably 
Fatal InJuricM. 


About noon to-day a most distressing 
accident occurred at the new Schmitz 
block, being erected at the oorner of 
Calhoun and Washington streets, by 
which Michael Koehl, a stone cutter for 
Keller & Both, received injuries that 
will, no doubt, prove fatal.

A DWARF ON DWARFS. 


A Book on DimiuutiYe Persons Writ- 
ten by a Yery Small Man. 


"A History of Dwarfs by One of Their 
Number" would be a uovelty in litera- 
ture, and odd as it may ^pear, just 
such a book is being prepared for the 
press here in Fort Wayne, writes W. P. 
Cooper, Fort Wayne, ind., corresj)ond- 
ent of the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat 
The historian stands three feet and 
three inche» in his miniature boots, and 
for over a quarter of a century has been 
before the public in a ijrofessional way. 
He has exhibited in every city and town 
of the land, has traveled much abroad, 
has been patronized by royalty and en- 
joyed an acquaintance with people of 
distinction, outside of'tbe world of Lilli- 
put, that peculiarly fit. him for the task 
he has undertaken. 
Moreover the little 
gentleman is a dwarf in the physical 
sense of the word; his intellect is well 
developed, he is a constant reader, well 
informed on current topics, can hold his 
own in a discussion on political, religious 
or scientific themes, speaks three lan- 
guages perfectly, and in his extensive 
travels has, by keeping his eyes and 
ears well open, contrived to inform him- 
self to a degree quite surprising. 
' Seated in the library of his luxuriantly 
furnished home, Charles W. Nestel, 
known to the jjublic as Commodore 
Foote, chatted i)leasantiy to the Globe- 
Democrat 
correspondent 
about 
his 
book, running over as he did so his 
notes and some advance sheets from the 
publisher, which lay on the little table 
before him. At his elbow sat his pretty 
sister Eliza, called the "Fairy Queen," 
a merry little elf of the exact height of 
her brother, and his intelligent co-la- 
borer in all his undertakings, promjit- 
ing the Commodore by apt suggestions 
of half-forgotten 
fact, 
anecdote or 
reminiscence, smilingly excusing her 
little interruptions with the remark that 
the "Commodore is getting quite old, 
you know." Mr. Nestel was born in 
Fort Wayne forty-two years ago, and 
Miss Eliza is ten years his junior. 
He 
weighs about fifty pounds and is about 
the size of a child four years old. 
Both 
parents are living and are unusually 
large jjeople. Mi\ Nestel's occupation 
was that of a blacksmith, and such he 
would probably have remained but for 
the accident of birth that made his tv.-o 
children so attractive as to win iEor him- 
self and them comfortable fortunes, 
which they enjoy in a sensible manner. 
The Commodore wears an elegant gold 
medal which he received at the Conven- 
tion of Little People, held at Washing- 
ton, D. C., in November, 1862, for be- 
ing the smallest and best educated little 
man of all those present, 
i Their private rooms would readily be 
mistaken for the j)lay houses of pam- 
pered children. In each is a tiny bed, 
a diminutive dresser, and chairs and 
other articles of furniture that would 
well become animated dolls. 
The min- 
iature furnishings is even carried out in 
the equipment of the stable and car- 
riage house, where are found in little 
stalls a pair of dainty Calcutta ponies, 
together with a chase and road wagon 
of miniature proportions, in which the 
little pair spend an hour or two on fair 
days. It takes six yards ©f silk to 
make for Miss Eliza an elaborate dress, 
cut en train. 
Her tiny shoes are made 
in Baltimore, her gloves in IMilwaukee 
and her corsets in New York. 
She is a 
fashionable and tasty dresser, and, be- 
ing of shapely figure and pretty face as 
well as a sparkling conversationalist, 
she is an especial favorite at many so- 
cial gatherings in the city, where, by 
reason of her long residence, the curi- 
osity of her small stature is quite lost 
sight of. 


' "For several years after I had ceased 
to grow," said the Commodore, "and, 
indeed, after my education had been 
"Well adyanced,my reputation as a dwarf 
•was scarcely more than local. At that 
time I began to attract public attention 
and was sought out and engaged by an 
enterprising showman, 
the late Col. 
Ellinger, who paid my father so large a 
compensation for the privilege of exhib- 
iting me that his eyes opened in amaze- 
ment. When Eliz^Aad lived two years 
and had developedjlK other children do, 
ishe, too, suddenly ceased growing, and 
in time was added to Col. Ellinger's 
show, in which we sang, danced in cos- 
tume and gave sketches of Irish, Dutch, 
and Yankee comedy. 
Col. Ellinger 
paid my father $400 a week. The com- 
I)ensation for dwarfs in thcwie days was 
yery liberal, but the number of little 
people has increased so surprisingly 
that our earnings have been greatly re- 
duced. There are at the present time 
over sixty little people on and off exhi- 
bition in America. I mean persons 
small enough to be classed as dwarfs. 
The little people professionally travel- 
ing in all of Europe number less than 
twenty. In my book the queer mar- 
riages of dw^irfs and their family rela- 
tions will be of much interest, I hope, 
because the facts have not been gener- 
ally known and have never been col- 
lected for publication. Many little la- 
dies have married men of the usual 
physical development and many male 
dwaiis are yoked to women of normal 
size. These marriages are often mere 
business alliances. A lady dwarf may 
marrj her manager and a male dwarf 
has often ensnared the affections of a 
lady who might have been expected to 
deinand at least an equal amonnt of 
physiqae in her life companion. 


"It is a fact that no female dwarf has 
ever borne ft child, maternity inevitably 
proving fatal to both mother and babe, 
^ e theory is that dwarfs are not smal- 
ler t^im other infants at birth, and theiir 
midgut mothers are incapable of bring' 
ifng itum lotfhf

Tom Thumb, who had 
married Maj. NewelL Both had been 
exhibited by Mr. Bamnm as dwarfs, 
bnt the Major grew to be 5 feet in 
height, and 
as

Barnnm called for a dwarf and not a 
giant, his increase in stature led the 
Bridgeix)rt showman tp cancel the en- 
gagement. The Major was last before 
the public as a roller skater and jig 
dancer on high pedstals. As a profes- 
sional dwarf he may be said to have got 
above his business." 


No dwarf,in Commodore Foote's opin- 
ion, has attracted public, attention so 
much as. a certain Polish gentleman 
called Count Bowroiaski. He was ac- 
counted! one of the wonders of the world 
for his smallness of stature combined 
with high intellect. He was born in 
1739 
and 
lived 
until 
1837, 
dying 
at 
the 
patriarchal 
age 
of 98. When 1 year old he was 14 
inches in height; at 6, 17 inches; at 10, 
21 inches; at 15, 25 inches; at 20, 28 
inches; at 25, 35 inches, and he never 
grew beyond that height, but naturally, 
in old age, even became riiore dwarfish. 
He visited England in 1770, and was ac- 
counted a great curiosity, for even 
learned men were pleased with his so- 
ciety, as he displayed great powers of 
thought and was 
an 
accomplished 
scholar. 


Longevity in dwarfs is met with so 
frequently as to suggest that their span 
of life bears a sort of inverse relation to 
their height. Richard Gibson, miniature 
painter and Court dwarf to Charles I., 
lived to be 75, and his dwarf wife, Annie 
Shepherd, to be 85. Sir Geoffrey Hud- 
son, dwarf and diplomatist in Charles 
U., expired at 63, and the little gentle- 
man's life was shortened by his incar- ; 
ceration on suspicion of connivance in a 
treasonable plot in the Gate House at 
Westminster, 
where he died. 
Maj. 
Stephens, an American dwarf, first ai)- 
peared before the public over forty 
years ago. He died at the advanced 
age of 60 years. 


The most famous of modern dwarfs 
were the little people that P. T. Bar- 
num long exhibited—Charles S. Strat- 
ton, better k'nown as Gen. Tom Thumb, 
who was born in 1837, and died July 
15, 1883; Lavina Warren, who married 
Stratton;her sister, Minnie Warren, 
who was the wife of Maj. E. Newell, 
and George Washington Morrison Nutt, 
of Manchester, N. H., better known as 
Commodore Nutt, who was born April 
1, 1845, and died in New Yoi-k City May 
25, 1881. From the exhibition of these 
little people the shrewd showman made 
an immense amount of money, and ad- 
vertised them as dwarfs were never ad- 
vertised before. InBarnum's book the 
fact that he long exhibited a spurious 
baby as the offspring of Gen. and Mrs. 
Tom Thumb is carefully ignored, but 
is nevertheless a matter of general 
notoriety. 
The babe was procured at a 
fondlings' home, but it persisted in out 
growing its usefulness, and its pi-ofes- 
sional existence was a short one. After 
the death of Gen. Tom Thumb, the 
widow was married to Count Primo 
Mogri, an Italian midget, in New York 
City, April 6, 1885. The second hus- 
band has a dwarf brother known as 
Baron Littlefi'nger. 


The smallest dwarf of which there is 
any account is now before the public. 
Her name is Luzie Zarate, a Mexican. 
She is exhibited by her father, a man 
of more than ordinary development. 
She is 21 years old, weighs nine and 
three-fourths pounds, and stands about 
twenty-four inches in lieight. 
This bit 
of humanity is not pretty or is she strik- 
ingly intelligent. 
However, her mem- 
ory for faces is so surprising that after 
once conversing with a person his face 
is at once recalled Avherever and when- 
ever met with. 
She is a little chatter- 
box, and loves to be the center of a curi- 
ous throng of people. 


For the honor of being the smallest 
of men there are many claimants, but 
the palm belongs to F. Flynn, better 
known as Gen. Mite. He comes from 
Greene, N. Y., and stands a little over 
two feet in height. 
His weight is but 
nine pounds. 
Scarce larger than this 
speck of humanity is Maj. Atom, of New 
York City. He is a nephew of Admiral 
Dot, the clever little singer and dancer, 
handsomest of all dwarfs, who was dis- 
covered by Barnum in California, and 
who was for several years an attraction 
in his tent-show. Atom and Dot are 
Hebrews. The Little German Rose is 
also from California, and is a Jewess. 


Beside 
the Nestels, 
Charles and 
Eliza, extreme smallness of stature is 
found in more than one member of nu- 
merous other 
families. Commodore 
Nutt had a dwarf brother, called Maj. 
Rodney Nutt. 
He is neither handsome 
nor otherwise attractive. 
The Italian 
midgets—Jean Petit and' Piccalomi— 
are brothers. 
They first appeared in 
America in 1869, and made some repu- 
tation and money as clever performers. 
They have returned to Italy, and are 
not now exhibiting. 
Thomas Bonham 
and his two sisters are Lilliputians of 
fine education and reside in Pennsylva-

They were born in New York in 1863. 
Doliie Dutton was a school teacher, and 
afterwards a member of the Dutton 
Children Liliputians. 
The little lady 
has become insane, and is now in a mad- 
house at Natick, Mass. Col. Speck, of 
New York State, is a successful business 
man at Moravia. Gen. Joseph Totman, 
of Maine, is a prosperous merchant, he 
is 25 yedrs old and stands thi'ee feet four 
inches in height.

Commodore Foote has been at pains 
to collect interesting facts pertaining to 
all little iDeople, and the forthcoming 
book will be conspicuous as the first 
and only elaborate published accounts 
of their lives.

How and When to Drink Water. 


According to Dr Leuf, when water is 
taken into the full or partly full stomach, 
it does not mingle with the food, as we 
are taught, but passes along quickly be- 
ween the food and lesser curvative to- 
ward the pylorus, through wliich it pass- 
es into the intestines. The secretion of 
mucus by the lining membrane is con- 
stant, and during the night a consider- 
able amount accumulates in the stom- 
ach; some of its liquid portion is absorb- 
ed, and tliat which remains is thick and 
tenacious. If food is taken into the 
stomach when in this condition it be- 
comes coated with this mucus, and the 
secrction of the gastric juice and its ac- 
tion are delayed. These facts show the 
value of a goblet of water before break- 
fast. This washes out the tenacious mu- 
cus, and stimulates the gastric glands 
to secretion. In old and feeble x:ersons 
water should not be taken cold, but it 
may be with great advantage taken 
wai-m or hot. This removal of the ac- 
cumulated mucus from the stomaoh is 
probably one of the reasons why taking 
soap al the beginning of » xneal hta 
been found iM beneficial.

Such was the frank, hearty hospitality 
of the time, that a stranger coming to 
a miner's cabin during the owner's ab- " 
sence, might enter, refresh himself 
with any meat or drink he could find, 
wrap himself up in the miner's blankets 
and go to sleep feeling sure of a hearty 
welcome when his unknown host should 
return. 


But toward the end of 1848 all this 
underwent a marked change, which 
rapidly grew more radical as time 
marched on into 1849. Human leeches 
and parasites found their way among 
the honest miners. Foreigners flocked 
to the new El Dorado. 
Among them 
were many Mexicans and Chilians of 
the worst possible character. 
Ticket- 
of-leave men from "English prisons and 
penal settlements abounded. 
Then 
came the era of rioting, theft, and mur- 
der. Public feeling was aroused. 


The men who assembled-at the Cali- 
fornia engine house on the night of 
June 9, 1851, to form a vigilance com- 
mittee, had the precedents set by the 
miners vividly in their thoughts' 
At 
10 o'clock on the very next evening, 
Tuesday, June 10, 185Ì, as some mem- 
bers of the committee were patrolling 
along the wharf, they detec^-d a well- 
known tliief, named Jenkins, in the act 
of committing a burglary. 
He was 
arrested after an exciting chase. 
Two 
taps on the bell of the California en- 
gine house summoned the committee to 
their first rendezvous. 
Two hours' i 
time was spent in trying the case ; the 
whole affair was characterized by the 
utmost decorum and a great shoV of 
fairness ; counsel was appointed to de- 
tend the prisoner, and api)arently did 
all in his power. But the result was a 
foregone conclusion from the first. A 
verdict of guilty was rendered, sen- 
tence of death was pronounced. 
At 2 
o'clock on the morning of Wednesday, 
June 11, the execution—Judge Lynch's 
first in San Fraiicisco—took place. 


Then came a period of feverish pub- 
lic excitement. 
A Coroner's inquest 
was held and a verdict rendered that 
Jenkins had come to a violent death at 
the hands of certain persons—all mem- 
bers of the vigilance committee—whose 
names were given. Then the vigilantes 
issued a dignified card, giving the 
names of their entire numbèr, aud de- 
claring themselves all equally impli- 
cated in the execution of Jenkins. This 
publication was a relief to the jiublic 
mind, since the committee had been 
shown to include the best known and 
most reputable citizens, and its de- 
clared purpose to purify the moral at- 
mosphere of the city was one with 
which the better elements of society 
were fully in sympathy. 


During the remainder of that and in 
the two following months tlie commit- 
tee was in a state of constant activity. 
It frightened many rogues, banished 
many, and hanged three more besides 
Jenkins.

Uncle Ben -was long past going to 
sea, but his stories of the deep -w ere 
always interesting, for they were tales 
of experience, and not of imagination. 
I recall one of them in particular, the 
incidents of which occurred in his

What would 
the President say ? Wouldn't there be 
a call to arms from Maine to Cali- 
fornia? And wouldn't every man in 
the county, capable of shoiüdering a 
musket, be eager to volunteer for the 
honor of our flag ?" 


Uncle Ben looked full of enthusiasm 
as he said this; full, too, of a just in- 
dignation at remembered wrongs. 


"But h a b i t , t h e old mariner-re- 
Bumed, "is everything. 
Our people 
had got in the way of looking uj)on En- 
gland as having a kind of ownership of 
the ocean, and it took them a long while 
to forget this inherited feeling. 
^ "Why, some of our vessels, brought 
to by the British cruisers, would be 
left with haYdly men enough to work 
them into port.: And yet, our folks 
took it as a matter of course, seeming 
to think that nothing could be done 
about it. Wasn't England the 'mother 
country?' they said, and the 'mistress 
of the ocean ?' 


"Before gomg to sea; I got what was 
called a ^protection,' telling where I

The very

obliged to procure such a writing, with 
such an object, was enough to fill one 
with shame. 
But, still worse, the 
thing did no good. 


"A 'protection,' in so far as regarded 
the danger of impressment, was worth 
just its weight of blank paper, and no 
more. It is true that the British pro- 
fessed to seize only their own country- 
men ; but, in j.'eality, they j^aid no at- 
tention to any afñda^-it of birth. 
'We 
want men, and will have them,' they 
said; and that ended tlie matter. 


"All my^sea-going acquaintances had 
the like passports, subscribed 
and 
sworn to in proper legal form, and as 
humiliating, under the circumstances, 
as if in fiÍD many words they had asked 
John Bull to grant the bearers the lib- 
erty of sailing on his big pond. 


"The one I carried answered very 
well for three years, simply because it 
never happened to be called for, and 
then, finding myself grown too tall and 
robust to answer the descrij)tion, I got 
another.

Seats had been reserved for the party 
on the platform, and it was expected 
that they would arrive at 2 o'clock, but 
it was a half hour later before the stage 
coach 
rattled 
down 
Twenty second 
street. 
The Indians were quickly got- 
ten into the Sunday school and were 
seated on the platform about ten feet 
from Mr. Wanamaker. 
The cowboys 
were seated in front of the Indians. 


There was a buzz of excitement as 
the Indians marched upon the platform. 
Mr. Wanamaker clapped his hands at 
least six times before the quiet reigned 
again. 
Five of 
the fifteen Indians 
present participated in the Custer mas- 
sacre. 
They were Lone Feather, Shot- 
in-the-Head, Bull Tail, Short Horn, 
Red Ears and Yellow Bull. 


THE INDIANS ATTENTIVE. 


The 
Indians remained 
silent and 
watched the entire service with great at- 
tention. 
Some were more devout than 
others. 
Bull Tail was one of the more 
devout kind and he profited by it. 
During the prayers Bull Tail bowed his 
head in his hands and never moved a 
muscle until the prayer was concluded, 
no matter how long it was. 
Mr. Law- 
rence saw that Bull Tail was very atten- 
tive, and later in the services when the 
collection was being made, decided to 
give Bull Tail a contribution to deposit 
in the basket. 
Mr. Lawrence handed 
Bull Tail a quarter of a dollar and 
pointed at the gentleman moving about 
with the basket. 


Bull Tail looked at Mr. Davis, then at 
the coin, and cooly secreted ifc in the 
mysterious folds of his blanket. A shrill 
suppressed laugh was heard coming 
from the gallery over Bull Tail's head, 
Mr. Lawrence glared at Bull Tail, and 
Bull Tail tightened his blanket.

Disturbances of the public peace 
and disorderly conduct are punished by 
state laws. Ordinances can not be made 
stronger than state laws. 
However, if 
the authorities will not act without an 
ordinance, pass one, 
pass a dozen, 
only let the peoi^le have 
a chance 
to sleep at night." 


Two of the general passenger agents 
of the trunk lines have come out flit- 
footed against the proposition of E. A. 
Ford, of the Pennsylvania lines west of 
Pittsburg, looking to the organization 
of a general passenger agents' associa- 
tion, which shall include the general 
passenger agents of all roads between 
the Atlantic ocean on the east and south, 
and the Missouri river. 
The trunk line 
passenger agents say that where things 
are working as smoothly as with them, 
no necessity exists for trying experi- 
ments. 


All labor unions and brotherhoods 
comprising the employes' union of the 
Pacific system have formed themselves 
into an organization which is to be 
known as the Brotherhood of Railway 
Employes. 
The amalgamation includes 
the Brotherhood .of Locomotive Engi- 
neers, 
Firemen's, 
Bmkemen's ' and 
Switchmen's unions and Knights of La- 
bor. 
The action has not yet been in- 
dorsed by the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers, but the subject will be 
presented at the "annual meeting of the. 
order in Denver, Oct. 6. 
It is expected 
that this move will be followed by a 
consolidation on all the roads in the 
United States. 


A VAIIUABLE INVENTION. 


T. J. Rodabaugh, foreman of the 
Pittsburg paint shop, has invented a 
neat and useful contrivance in the way 
of a brush for washing cars and car win- 
dows. 
The handle is so arranged that a 
water hose runs through it and at the 
end to which the brush is attached is an 
arrangement which throws the water in 
sprays on the desired spot. 


This enables the person using the 
brush to continue his occupation without 
being compelled to constantly dip it in 
a bucket of water on the floor, and is a 
great saving of time and labor. 


The inveutioU is not only useful for 
the cleaning of cars, but for any kind of 
cleaning where a brush is required. Mr. 
Rodabaugh has applied for a patent, 
but the brush is now in use in the Pitts- 
burg shops here, and will no doubt 
prove a favorite wherever used.

The success of the trade, 
however, dejDends upon the weather, for 
during heavy rains the oysters are 
affected by the mud and refuse brought 
down by the rivers ui^on the beds. Be- 
sides this the demand for oysters is al- 
ways smaller in warm than in cold 
weather. 
A warm Yule-tide thus makes 
a. poor oyster farmer as well as a "fat 
church-yard." 


There will be little trouble this year 
from 
.star 
fish, 
mussels, 
dnimfish, 
borers, and other foes of the oyster's 
happiness. At least no complaint has 
thus far been made by the oyster farm- 
ers. 


Eveiytbing, in fact, now points to a 
prosperous oyster season. 
Twenty-five 
hundred openers are already at work 
and the northern packers exjiect to em- 
ploy at least five thousand more, for 
whom they are now seeking in the 
«outh. 
The western orders are on the 
increase, a fact which proves that the 
New York oyster holds its own against, 
and is j^erhaps gaining a trifle in i)opu- 
lar favor, its southern rival.

Eminent Brooklyn Divine 
Many Viefal £«ssons Which He E:i90Tinds 
to » Vast and Attentive Congregation in 
the Brooklyn Tabernacle.

TheKfiv. T. De Witt Talmage, D. D., 
preached at the Tabernacle in Brooklyn 
, on Sunday, Sept. 15, to a vast congrega- 
tion on "The City Streets." 
His text 
was: "Wisdom crieth "withont; she ntter- 
eth her voice in the streets.—Prov. i, 20. 
He said: 


We are all ready to listen to the voices 
of nature—voices of the mountain, the 
voices of the sea, the voices of the 
storm, the voices of the star. As in 
some of the cathedrals in Europe there 
' 
is an organ at either end of the build- 
ing, and one instrument responds mtx- 
sically to the other, so in the great ca- 
thedral of nature day responds to day, 
and night to night, and flower to flower, 
and star to star, in the great harmonies 
of the universe. 
The spring time is an 
evangelist in blossoms 
preaching of 
God's love; and the winter is a prophet 
—white 
bearded — denouncing 
woe 
against our sins. 
We are all ready to 
listen to the voices of nature; but how 
few of us learn anything from the voices 
of the noisy and dusty streets. 
You go 
to your merchandise, and your mechan- 
ism, and to your work, and you come 
back'again—and often with an indiffer- 
ent heart you pass through the streets, 
Are there no things for us to learn from 
these pavements over which we pass? 
Are there no tufts of truth growing up 
between these cobblestones, beaten with 
the feet of toil, and pain? and^leasure, 
the slow tread of old age, and the quick 
step of childhood? Aye, there are great 
harvests to be reaped; and now I trust 
in the sickle because the harvest is ripe. 
"Wisdom crieth without; she uttereth 
her voice in the streets." 


In the first place the street impresses 
toe with the fact that this life is a scene 
of toil and struggle. By 10 o'clock every 
day the city is jarring with wheels, and 
shuffling with feet, and humming witl^ 
voices, and covered with the breath of 
smokestacks, and a-rush with traffickers. 
Once in a while you find a man going 
along with folded arms and with leis- 
urely step, as though, he had nothing to 
do; but for the inost part, as you find 
men going down these streets, on the 
way to businass, there is anxiety in their 
faces, as though they had some errand 
which must be executed at the first pos- 
sible moment. You are jostled by those 
who have bargains to make and notes to 
sell. 
Up this ladder with a hod of 
bricks, oi;t of this bank with a roll of 
bills, on this dray^ with a load of goods, 
digging a cellar, or shingling a roof, or 
shoeing a horse, or building a wall, or 
mending a watch, or binding a book. 
Ijidustfy, with her thousand arms, and 
•*^ousand efis, and thousand feet, goes 
on singing her song of work! work! 
work! while the mills drum it, and the 
Bteam whistles fife it. All this is not be- 
cause men love toil. Some one remarked: 
"Every man is as lazy as he can afford to 
be." But it is because necessity, with 
stern brow and with uplifted' whip, 
stands over them ready whenever they 
relax their toil to make their shoulders 
sting with the lash. Can it be that, pass- 
ing up and down these streets on your 
way to work and business, you do not 
learn anything of the world's toil, and 
anxiety, and struggle? 
Oh! how many 
drooping hearts, how many eyes on the 
watch, bow many miles "traveled, how 
many burdens carried, how many losses 
Buffered, how many battles fought, how 
many victories gained, how many de- 
feats suffered, how many exasperations 
endured—what Josses, what 
hunger, 
what wretchedness, 'iehat pallor, what 
disease, what agony, 
what' despair! 
Sometimee. I have stopped at the corner 
of the street as the multitude went 
hither and yon, and it has seemed to be 
a great pantomine, and as I looked upon 
it my heart broke. 
This great tide of 
human life that goes down the street is 
a rapid, tossed and turned aside, and 
dashed ahead and driven back—beauti- 
ful in its confusion and confused in its 
beauty. 
In the carpeted aisles of the 
forest, in the woods from which the 
eternal shadow is never lifted, on the 
shore of the sea over whose iron coast 
tosses the tangled foam, sprinkling the 
cracked cliff's with a baptism of whirl- 
wind and tempest, is the best place to 
study God: but in the rushing, swarm- 
ing, raving street is the best place to 
study man. _Going down to your place 
of business and coming home again, I 
charge you look about—see these signs, 
of poverty, of wretchedness, of hunger, 
of sin, of bereavement—and as you go 
through the streets, and come back 
through the streets, gather up in the 
arms of your prayer all the sorrows, all 
the losses, all the sufferine, all the be-

If a man-of-war comes 
back from a battle, and is towed into 
the navy.yard, we go down to look at 
the splintered spars and count the bullet 
holes, and look with patriotic admira- 
tion on the flag that floated in victory 
from the masthead: But that man is 
more of a curiosity who has gone through 
thirty years of the sharp-shooting of 
business life, and yet sails on, victor 
over the temptations of the street. 
Oh! 
how many have gone down under the 
pressure, leaving not so much as the 
patch of canvas to tell where they per- 
ished. 
They never 
had any 
peace. 
Their dishonesties kept tolling in their 
ears. If I had an ax, and could split 
open the beams of that fine house, per- 
haps I would find in the very heart of it 
a skeleton.

But the children of.God are on every" 
street, and in the day when the crowns 
of Heaven are distributed, some of the 
brightest will be given to those men who 
were faithful to God and faithful to the 
souls of others amid the marts of busi- 
ness, proving themselves the heroes of 
the street. 
Mighty werè their tempta- 
tions, mighty was there deliverance, and 
mighty shall be their triumph. 


Again, the street impresses me with, 
the fact that life is full of pretentions 
and sham. 
What subterfuge, what dou-' 
ble dealing, what twofacedness! Do all 
the people who wish you good morning 
really hope for you a happy day? -Do 
all the people who shake hands l.ove 
each other? Are all those anxious about 
your health who inquire concerning it? 
Do all want to see you who ask you to 
call? Does all the world know half as 
much as it pretends to know? Is there 
not many a wretched stock of 
goods 
with a brilliant show window? 
Passing 
up and down these streets to your busi- 
ness and your work, are you not im- 
pressed with the fact that much of so- 
ciety is hollow, and that there are sub- 
terfuges and 
pretensions?

how 
many there are who swagger and strut, 
and how few people who are natural and 
walk. 
While fops simper, and fools 
chuckle, and simpletons giggle how few 
people are natural 
and laugh.

street in beautiful appareU ^'hile within 
the heart there are volcanoes of passion 
consuming their life away. I say these 
things not to create in you incredulity 
and misanthropy, nor do I forget there 
are thousands of people a great deal 
better than they seem; but I do not 
think any man is prepared for the con- 
flict of t^his life until he ki^pws this par- 
ticular peril. 
Eliud comes preténding 
to pay his tax to King Eglon, and while 
he stands in frontt of the king, stabs 
him through with a dagger until the 
haft ^^ent in after the blade. 
Judas 
Iscariot kissed Christ. 


Again, the street impresses me with 
the fact that it is a great field for Chris- 
tian charity. 
There are hunger and suf- 
fering, and want and wretchedness in 
the country; but these evils chiefly con- 
gregate in our great cities. 
On every 
street crime prowls, and drunkenness 
staggers, and shame winks, and pauper- 
ism thrusts out its hand asking f or.alms. 
Here want is most squalid and hunger 
is most lean. 
A Christian man, going 
along a street in New York, saw a poor 
lad and he stopped and said: "My boy, 
do you know how to read and write?" 
The boy made no answer. 
The man 
asked the question twice and thrice: 
"Can you read and write?" and then the 
boy answered with a tear splashing 
on 
the back of his hand. 
He said in defi- 
ance: "No, sir; I can't read nor write, 
neither. 
God, sir, don't want me to 
read and write. 
Didn't He take away 
my father so long ago I never remem- 
berto have seen him? and haven't I had 
to go along the. street to get something 
to fetch home to eat for the folks? and 
didn't I, as soon as I could carry a bas- 
ket, have to go out and pick up cinders, 
and never have no schooling sir? God 
don't wp.nt me to read, sir.

.The Philistines followed hard upon Saul 
and upon his sons. The enemies of Israel 
S'ere shrewd and sagacious in that olden 
ay. They are no less so now. "Fell upon 
Saul" is the way the Douay version puts it. 
Followed up, we might say. The wily war- 
riors of the seacoast turned their weapons 
upon the crested heads of Israel's hosts and 
held them there until Saul and his sons 
were brought low. The adversary is not 
slow to takfe a similar advantage still. He 
trains his guns upon the Generals; his 
sharpshooters try to pick them oflf. If but 
Satan can destroy the great leading doc- 
trines, the master principles in the struggle, 
he knows that the battle is his. Watch him. 
Christian soldier. 
He is aiming at the 
cross. Think what Israel might have done 
had she rallied about Mt. Gilboa. stout- 
hearted for the ris ht. Stand firm about the 
hill Golgotha, where a better than Saul has 
planted his royal ensign.

ing will come down upon you as Christ 
Bhali say: "1 was hungry and ye fed 
me, I was naked and ye clothed me, I 
was sick and in prison and ye visited 
me; inasmuch as ye did it to these poor 
waifs of the streets, ye did it to me."

Gloves 
hate 
the 
sun- 
burned band, and the high forehead 
despises the flat head; and the trim 
hedgerow will have nothing to do with 
the wild copsewood, and Athens hates 
Nazareth. 
This ought not to be so. 
The 
astronomer must come down from his 
Btarry revelry and help us in our navi- 
gation. The surgeon must come away 
from his study of the human oiganism 
and set our broken bones. 
The chemist 
must come away from his laboratory, 
where he has been studying.analysis and 
synthesis, and help us to understand 
the nature of the soils. I bless God 
that all classes of people are compelled 
to meet on the street. 
The 
glittering 
• coach wheel clashes against the scav- 
enger's cart. Fine robes run against the 
peddler's pack. Robust health meets 
wan sickness. Honesty confronts fraud. 
Every class of people meets every other 
class. Independence and modesty, pride 
and humility, purity and beastliness, 
frankness and hypocrisy, meeting on 
the same block, in the same street, in 
the same city. Oh! that is what Solo- 
mon meant when he said: "The rich 
and the poor meet together: the Lord is 
the Maker of them all." I like this 
democratic principle of the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ which recognizes the fact 
that we gtand before God on one and 
the same platform. Do not take on any 
airs;.whatever position you have gained 
in society yon are nothing but a man 
born of the'same parent, 
regenerated 
by the same spirit, cleansed by the same 
blood, to lie down in the same dust, to 
get up in the same resurrection. 
It is 
liigh time that we all acknowledged not 
only the Fatherhood of God, but the 
brotherhood of man.

dirge over the death of Saul and Jonathan, 
recorded in the opening chapter of the 
succeeding book of the Bible, right in the 
midst of the majestic poetry of grief, is 
thrust this prosaic parenthetical sentence: 
"Also he bade tbem teach the children of 
Judah the use of the bow; behold it is writ- 
ten ill the book of Jas her." We find the 
sufficient explanation of it jd this brief 
chronicle of the disastrous battle at Mt. 
Gilboa. The trained Philistine archers 
were too much for the Israelites. So, while 
David lamented deeply over tiie discom- 
fiture of Saul and his sons, he took care 
that such a catastrophe should not again 
occur; "he bade them teach the children of 
Judah the use of the bow." Suppose we do 
the same. While we lament our shortcom- 
ings and defects in tuneful hymn or in 
humble prayer, let us at the same time 
wisely guard against a repetition of such 
overthrow. Learn to "quench all the fiery 
darts of the wiqKed," and to so "resist the 
devil" that he will "flee from you. 
Í But his armor-bearer would not. That 
proved him a true armor-bearer; faithful 
and obedient in Saul's defense, he would 
not lay hands upon him to do him hurt 
For Saul was king, and, erring though he 
was. the king's person was sacred. To touch 
that he was "sore afraid." So also was 
David. That Amalekite who came to him 
after the battle found it out to his sorrow; 
"So I stood upon him and slew him," he 
said. That falsehood did not pay. Never, 
did willful lie receive more summary reward. 
i"How wast thou i^ot afraid to stretch forth 
thine hand to destroy the Lord's anointed?*^ 
And one of David's loyal young men "smote 
him that he died." David had an exalted 
conception of the kingship. Leadership in 
Israel was no trifling thing, to be assumed 
or slighted as a personal wliim. 
A high and 
holy vocation demands sentiments in keep- 
ing. "Touch not mine anointed." 


Pulfllsh it in the house -of their idols. 
Satan has á proclamation, too. The devil 
preaches. Give him for a text the down« 
tell of any leader in Israel and he will pub- 
hsh it from every housetop in the city. 
"Glad tidings" for him is the «rood news 
that a saint has been brought to the duát 
and humiliated through Philistia's sharp 
arrqws. Out "among the people" goes the 
swift-winged word. Newspaper, interview; 
gossip, by every cbannel it is sent on its 
way, till all the world knows it. Alas,; 
that there should ever be given ^ound 
for evil report. Biit this let us see to. that 
,we are as wise and diligent to spread good 
news as the adversary is to scatterthe bad,» 
"Go home to thy friends and tell them how 
great things the Lord hath done for thee 
land hath had cogí passion on thee." And 
inark you, when he "began to publish" suéhi 
inews--"aU men did marvel." Bo will they^ 
to-day. 
; The inhabitants of Jabesh-Giléad. 
It 
must have been an honor ever after to hail{ 
from tbatipity. There it lay away across 
the Jordan, out of the region of piety and 
loyalty it would seem: but the men of that 
town did as daring and gallant a deed as ia 
recorded anywhere on the pages of history.^ 
That all night march to seize and carry 
away to decent bnYlalthe dishonored bodies' 
of Saul and his tinfortunate sons belongs 
well up in the annals of the heroic. SauV 
missecTit not in that early day of his career 
Wheu in the náme of the Lord he befriended 
the helpless and áífirighted people of Jabesh- 
Oilesid. -Th^y weije of a kind not? to forgefc 
a kind'déllvérér. It is «o be feared that, 
maúy to-dáy' come from some other city; 
beyond J^Man toanJabeeh-"""—^

England has an army of 218,596 men, 
a navy of 700 ships. 
The land forces of 
Germany, in time of peace, number 
19,264 officers and 468,409 men. 
In 
time of war she can muster in her 
standing army 1,753,000 men. 
Her 
navy contains 200 ships. 
France has a 
navy of 400 ships, and can call to the 
field, in case of war, 2,000,000 soldiers. 
Austria can put in the field an army of 
44,000 officers and 1,533,296 men, and 
has a navy of 106 ships. 
Eussia floats 
a navy of 700 ships, and can put in mo- 
tion an army of 2,500,000 
soldiers. 
The annual cost of the armies and 
navies of these governments is $906,- 
000,000. 


The Missionary army, including men 
and women, foreign and native minis- 
ters, teachers, and helpers, is less than 
50,000, supported at a cost of about 
$10,000,000 per annum. 
When the 
Gospel 
is the law 
of the nations, 
and the wealth now wasted in war is 
consecrated to the mission of mercy, 
how glad their inhabitants will be!—

It was long towards evening, and that 
night we had a game of poker. 
Why, I 
won at least $3,000, breaking them all.

rúe over from one guard to another until 
I landed in the bull pen at Alexandria.

SIBERIA. 


No OTie can thoroughly understand 
the meaning of the word "monotony" 
who has not visited Siberia, • and trav- 
eled for hour after hour, day after day, 
week after week, along its dark pine- 
girt roads. Along the whole of the 
post-road from Irkoutsk distances are 
marked by wooden posts, painted black 
and white, placed at every verst, while 
at every post station a large board in- 
dicates the distance from the chief 
towns.

Petersburg, with the aj^palling number 
of naughts under it. 
The few versts 
from station to station were bad enough, 
but when it came to the six thousand- 
odd separating us from Petersburg one 
almost gave up all hope of ever seeing 
Europe again.

even in the depths of a Bornean forest, 
felt so utterly lonely and cut off from 
the rest of the civilized world as when 
crossing Siberia.

Every- 
thing after the first week became me- 
chanical. Drinking tea at the stations, 
going to sleep at a moment's notice, if 
there were no horses, harnessing them 
at once if there were, and returning to 
the depths of our gloomy vehicle, there 
to lie hour after hour, day after day, 
with nothing to look at but the black 
road and eternal pine forests, nothing 
to think of save fair, civilized Europe, 
so far away, but to which one felt, with 
a kind of gloomy satisfaction, every 
jingle of the collar bells was bringing 
us nearer. Even the scenery does not 
atone for all these drawbacks. 
The 
Siberian forests are not grand, but the 
trees have a dwarfish look produced by 
the immense plains. Not a bird, not a 
sound, is heard in these vást solitudes, 
and when the horses stop and the bells 
are silent, the stillness becomes almost 
oppressive.—From. Pekin to Calais by 
Land, by IT. de Windt.

A DWARF ON DWARFS. 


A Book on Itinnnut ire Persons Writ- 


ten by a Vert Small Man. 


'• "A History of Dwarfs hyOce of Their 
Number" wonld he a noveltr in litera- 
ture, and oJd as it may "ajipenr, just 
such a book is being prepared for the 
press here in Fort "\Vayne, writes \\~. P. 
Cooper, Fort ^Vayne, Ind., correspond- 
ent of tho St. Louis 
Glo'jC'DeiHocral. 


Tho historian stands three feet anil 
three inches in his miniature boots, and 
for over a quarter of a century has been 
before the public in a professional way. 
Ho has exhibited in every city and town 
of tho land, has traveled much abroad, 
has been patronized by royalty and en- 
joyed an acquaintance with people of 
distinction, outside of'the world of Lilli- 
pnt, that peculiarly fit, him fur the task 
ho has undertaken. Moreover the little 
gentleman is a dwarf ,in tho physical 
eonso of tho word; his intellect is well 
developed, he 13 u const nut reader, well 
informed on current topics, can hold his 
own iu a discussion on political, religious 
or scientific themes, speuks three lan- 
guages jierfectly, and in his extensive 
travels has, by keeping his eyes and 
care welt open, contrived to inform him- 
eelf to a degree quite surprising. 


• Seated in the library of his hmiriantlv 
furnished home, Charles TV. Xestef, 
known to tho public as Commodore 
Foote, chatted pleasantly to the Globe- 
Democrat 
correspondent about his 


book, running over m ho did so his 
notes and some advance sheets from the 
publisher, which lay on the littlo table 
before him. At his elbow sat hi* pretty 
sister Eliza, called the "Fairy Quceu," 
a merry littlo elf of tho exact height of 
her brother, and bin intelligent co-la- 
borer in all his undertakings, prompt- 
ing the Commodore by opt Biiggustions 
of half-forgotten 
fact, 
anecdote or 


reminiscence, smilingly excusing her 
Jittlo interruptions with tho remark tlmt 
tho "Commodore ia getting quite old, 
you know.-" Mr. Nortel was born in 
Fort "Wayne forty-two years ago, and 
Miss Elizn is ton years his junior. Ho 
weighs about llfty pounds and is about 
the H'IXD of a child four years old. Both 
parents aro living nnd arc unusually 
largo pooplo. Mr. Ncttd'a occupation 
was that of n blacksmith, nnd such ho 
would probably hav« remained but for 
tho accident of birth that made Ins two 
children so attractive m to win for him- 
nelf and them comfortable fortunes, 
which they enjoy in a sensible manner. 
Tho Commodore wean an elegant gold 
medal which he received ot the Conven- 
tion of Littlo People, held at \Yaihing. 
ton, D. C., in November, 1802, for be- 
ing the smallest and best educated littlo 
man of all thoxo present. 
I Their private rooms would readily be 
mistaken for tlto play houses of pam- 
pered children. In each is a tiny bed, 
a diminutive drainer, and chairs and 
other articles of furniture that would 
well become animated dolls. The min- 
iature furnishings is oven curried" out in 
tho equipment of tho stablo and car- 
riage house, where are found in littlo 
frtalU a pair of dainty Calcutta jwnios, 
together with a chase and road wagon 
of miniature proportions, in which the 
little pair spend an hour or two on fair 
days. It takes six yards ef silk to 
make fot Miss Eliza an elaborate dress, 
out en train.

In Baltimore, her gloves in Milwaukee 
and her corset* in Now York. She in a 
h*hianable and tasty dresser, and, be- 
ing of shapely figure and pretty face as 
woll at a sparkling conversationalist, 
•ho ia an especial favorite at many so* 
cUl gatherings in the city, where, by 
teMon of her long residence, the curi- 
osity of her small stature is quite lost 
sight of. 


> "For several yean after I had ceased 
to grow," said the Commodore, "and, 
indeed, after my education had been 
veil odvanced,my reputation as a dwarf 
wan scarcely more than kx^l. At that 
time I began to attract public attention 
and was sought out and engaged by an 
enterprising showman, the Into Col. 
Ellinger, who.paid my father so large a 
compensation for the privilege of exhib- 
iting mo that his eyes opened in amaze- 
ment. When ElizJAad lived two years 
and had developed^ other children do, 
she, too, suddenly ceased growing, and 
in time was added to Col. Ellinger's 
show, in which we sang, danced in cos- 
tume and gave sketches of Irish, Dutch, 
and Yankee comedy. Col. Ellinger 
paid my father S-iOO a week. The com- 
pensation for dwarfs in those days .was 
very liberal, but tho number of little 
people has increased so surprisingly 
that our earnings have boon greatly re- 
duced. There aro nt tho present time 
over sixty little people on and off exhi- 
bition in America. I mean persons 
small enough to be classed as dwarfs. 
The littlo people professionally travel- 
ing in all of Europe number less than 
twenty. • In my book the queer nmr- 


, riages of dwarfs and their family rela- 


tions will bo of much interest, I hope, 
baeauso the facts Imvo not boon gener- 
ally known and have never been col- 
lected for publication. Many littlo In- 
dies have married men of tho usual 
Shysical development and many male 


warfs aro yoked to women of normal 


size. These m&rriagc.1) arc often mere 
business alliances. A lady dwarf may 
marry her manager nnd a male dwarf 
has off en ensnared tho affections of n 
lady who might liavo been expected to 
demand at least an efjvial amount of 
physiqao in hor life companion. 


"It is n fact that no female dwarf li 


ever borno a child, maternity inevitably 
proving fatal to both mother and bubo. 
Tho theory is that dwarfs aro not smnl- 
Inr than other infants at birth, nnd tlicii 
jnidget mothers are incapable of bring- 
ing thorn forth, The mother always

These facts show tho 
value of a goblet of water before break- 
fast. This washes onl tho tenacious mu- 
cus, and stimulates the gnstric glands 
to scmition.

But toward the end of 1848 all this 


underwent a marked change, which 
rapidly grow more radical as time 
marched on into 1849. Human leeches 
and parasites found their way among 
the honest miners. Foreigners flocked 
to the new El Dorado. Among them 
were ninny Mexicans and Chilians of 
the worst possible character. Ticket- 
of-leave men from "English prisons and 
penal settlements abounded. 
Then 


came the era of rioting, theft, and mur- 
der. Public feeling was aroused. 


The men who assembled^ the Cali- 


fornia engine house on the night of 
June Uf 1851, to form a vigilance com- 
mittee, had the precedents set by the 
miners vividly iu their thoughts! At 
10 o'clock on the very next evening, 
Tuesday, June 10,1851, as some mem- 
bers of the committee were patrolling 
along the wharf, they detertd a well- 
known thief, named Jenkins, in the act 
of committing a burglary. He was 
arrested after an exciting chase. Two 
taps on the bull of the California en- 
gine house summoned the committee to 
their first rendezvous. Two hoars' 
time was spent in trying the case; the 
whole affair was characterized by the 
utmost decorum and a great show of 
fairness; counsel was appointed to de- 
tend the prisoner, and apparently did 
all in liis power. But the result was a 
foregone conclusion from the first. A 
verdict of guilty was rendered, sen- 
tence of death was pronounced. , At 2 
o'clock on the morning of Wednesday, 
June 11. the execution—Jndge Lynch's 
first in Kan Francisco—took place. 


Then came a period of feverish pub- 


lic excitement. A Coroner's inquest 
was held and a verdict rendered that 


iikiu-i had come to a violent death at 


the hands of certain persons—all mem- 
bers of the vigilance committee—whose 
names were given. Then the vigilantes 
issued a dignified card, giving the 


of their entire number, and de- 


claring themselves all equally impli- 
cated m the execution of Jenkins. This 
publication wan a relief to the public 
mind, since the committee had been 
Khowu to include the best known and 
most reputable citizens, and its de- 
clared purixjEo to purify the moral at- 
mosphere of the city was one with 
which tho better elements of society 
wero fully in sympathy.
